Employees of Kenney Inc. of Mt. Sterling worked in the rain one day last week 
to install a new pumping station on Henry Street, part of West Liberty's $5 
million sewer renovation project, made possible in part by the cooperation of 
the Morgan County Fiscal Court, which in 2004 relinquished $2 million in grant 
funds acquired by the previous county administration in 1998 for proposed 
sewer projects at Ezel and on Liberty Road. The grant had languished due to 
the county’s inability to secure required matching funds. Judy Construction Co. 
is currently at work doubling the size of the city's wastewater treatment plant. 
When complete, the sewer renovations will allow the city to rid itself of a ban on 
new hookups imposed several years ago due to the system’s lack of capacity.

Beauty is on display indoors and out 
when Kentucky Life features Morgan 
County photographer Dean Hill, the 
wildflowers of the Sally Brown Nature 
Preserve and the stained glass of artist 
Guy Kemper in the next program airing 
8/7 p.m. CT Saturday, Jan. 13 and 4:30/ 
3:30 p.m. CT Sunday, Jan. 14, on KET, 
and 7 p.m. Sunday, Jan. 14 on KET2. 

First, Kentucky Life spends some 
time with Dean Hill, who left Morgan 
County for college, joined the Peace 
Corps, and while in Thailand, took up 
photography. His travels have subse¬ 
quently taken him far and wide, but he 
returned to his roots and built a home 
on land that has been in the family gen¬ 
erations. His goal as a photographer, he 
says, is to capture the beauty of the Ap¬ 
palachian foothills.

“At Morgan Middle School, we be¬ 
lieve that all children have the potential 
and capabilities to experience academic 
success,” said Principal Darren 
Sparkman, who this week announced a 
new “No Zero” policy aimed at provid¬ 
ing an additional opportunity for stu¬ 
dents to do just that. 

“With schoolwork as a priority, all 
students will gain the knowledge and 
skills needed to become successful 
adults,” Sparkman said. “But for vari¬ 
ous reasons, some students occasionally 
fail to give academic work the attention 
it deserves, leading to missing assign¬ 
ments and failing grades.” 

To address this issue, the middle 
school will be implementing a No Zero 
Policy after Christmas break. The par¬ 
ticulars of the program, approved by the 
Board of Education on December 11, 
2006, are as follows: 

•If a student has a zero in any class, 
he/she will be required to attend an af¬ 
ter-school tutoring session held on Mon¬ 
days. 

•Parents/guardians will be notified by 
phone and/or by mailed communication 
on Thursday or Friday of the week prior 
to the student being required to attend 
after-school tutoring on Monday. 

•If the student completes his/her 


missing work and gives it to the appro¬ 
priate teacher before the end of the day 
on Monday, he/she will not be required 
to stay for tutoring. 

•Transportation home will be pro¬ 
vided via bus, utilizing the standard tu¬ 
toring routes (main roads). 

The program is being coordinated by 
Andrea Aragon and Will Noble, seventh 
grade teachers at the school. 

If a student fails to attend tutoring on 
Monday, the zero will stand, and he/she 
will not be given further opportunity to 
complete the work. 

“We believe our shared commitment 
to education will produce positive results 
for our students, both now, and in fu¬ 
ture,” said Sparkman, “and we ask for 
parents and students’ cooperation and 
understanding if minor adjustments to 
the program are needed during its imple¬ 
mentation.” For additional information 
on the “No Zero Monday” program, call 
743-8102 and speak with Mr. Sparkman, 
Mrs. Aragon, or Mr. Noble.

No report issued; 
panel to hear more 
testimony in Jan. 

The special Morgan County grand 
jury that was seated before the election 
by Attorney General Greg Sturnbo to in¬ 
vestigate unspecified charges against 
Judge Executive Tim Conley met again 
on Wednesday of last week for its third 
day of witness interrogations, but issued 
no report. 

After meeting for most of the day, 
jurors were advised by Special Prosecu¬ 
tor Brent Turner of Prestonsburg that 
they will be recalled sometime in Janu¬ 
ary to hear testimony from additional 
witnesses. 


Investor has expressed 
interest in buying tax 
bills in Morgan also 

Elliott County Clerk Reeda S. Ison 
said last week that a Nebraska invest¬ 
ment firm has announced that it will be 
purchasing all delinquent Elliott County 
property tax bills from January 2000 
through December 2005. 

Stinson is urging property owners 
whose lax bills are delinquent to stop by 
the Clerk’s Office before mid-January. 
That is when B & L Management of Lin¬ 
coln, Neb., plans to begin acquiring their 
unpaid lax liens. 

Morgan County Clerk Randy Will¬ 
iams said Tuesday that at least one in¬ 
vestment firm has contacted his office 
and expressed interest in purchasing un¬ 
paid tax bills in Morgan. He said he had 
heard no more from the firm, “but it 
could happen.” 

Delinquent lax bills can be purchased 
by anyone and become a lien against the 
property. Most delinquent tax bills have 
been purchased by the county, and to 
retain clear title to his property, a delin¬ 
quent taxpayer has one year to pay the 
back taxes owed to the county as well 
as pay off the tax lien at an interest rate 
of 1 2% per annum. If the tax bill us un¬ 
paid after one year, the county can le¬ 
gally but the property up for sale, though 

Request for zoning 
change to be aired 
at public hearing 

The West Liberty Planning and Zon¬ 
ing Commission has scheduled a public 
hearing to consider a zone change re¬ 
quest from Motley Rentals.

in practice, county officials say, few ever 
are and other methods are employed to 
try and collect the bills. 

But in the case of investment com¬ 
panies, it is a different story. Because of 
a state law enacted in 1998, private in¬ 
vestors who purchase tax liens can le¬ 
gally hold them for up to 10 years be¬ 
fore petitioning the court to have the 
property sold. When it is sold, the in¬ 
vestor gets back his initial investment: 
from the sale price, plus the accrued in¬ 
terest (which is not chicken feed at a rate 
of 1 2% per annum), plus legal expenses. 

Though considered by many taxpay¬ 
ers and county officials as predatory and 
heartless, the investment in tax liens by 
speculators is entirely legal. 

The upside is that the county’s tax 
claim is satisfied. 

Another upside is that as property 
owners become aware of the practice, 
tax delinquencies tend to go down and 
state and local governmental bodies 
have more lax money to provide needed 
services. 

Since last year, investment firms have 
purchased property tax liens in a num¬ 
ber of area countie, including Rowan, 
Johnson, Floyd, Pike, and Martin coun¬ 
ties.

Early Christmas at Universities

Christmas came early for 
Kentucky’s university presidents 
this year. 

They were disappointed in 
April when Gov. Ernie Fletcher 
vetoed $370 million worth of 
mostly university building 
projects contained in the $18 bil¬ 
lion 2006-2008 state budget 
passed by the General Assembly. 

At the time, Fletcher said he 
used his line-item veto power to 
eliminate the projects because he 
was concerned the added debt - 
even though it would be univer¬ 
sity debt - would affect adversely 
the state’s good credit rate. 

Legislators who approved the 
projects were most unhappy, 
since they also dawdled in ap¬ 
proving the budge so long they 
failed to leave themselves an op¬ 
portunity to vote to override 
Fletcher’s vetoes. And, of course, 
the university presidents - with 
the exception of UK President 
Lee Todd, who got most of what 
he wanted in the budget - were 
even more unhappy. 

That was eight long months 
ago. 

Suddenly, there is a budget 
surplus expected to amount to 
nearly $280 million. Fletcher said 
last week New York bond agen¬ 
cies assured him Kentucky’s good 
credit was not in jeopardy. 

And, of course, Fletcher is run¬ 
ning for re-election next year in 
the political battle of his career. 
Hundreds of millions of dollars 
for university projects will go 
over will with tends of thousands 
of graduates from those state uni¬ 
versities. 

Fletcher wasted no time in 
cashing in on the political plusses 
to be had from that $279 million. 
He scheduled public forums in 
four areas of the state to hear how 
people thought the extra money 
ought to be spent. 

But University of Louisville 
President James Ramsey, one of 
the biggest losers to Fletcher’s 
veto pen, also wasted no time say¬ 
ing publicly the surplus ought to 
go to restoring the axed projects 
to the current budget. 

Fletcher quickly agreed. So, 
too, Senate President David Wil¬ 
liams and Speaker of the House 
Jody Richards. Everyone is on a 
bi-partisan target to shower new 
and renovated campus buildings 
across the commonwealth. Even 


Murray State University, which 
was nearly left out entirely in the 
budgeted projects, surely will get 
what it wants now that Murray 
businessman and state fiance and 
Administration Cabinet Secretary 
Robbie Rudolph is Fletcher’s run¬ 
ning mate for lieutenant governor. 

Is ail of this higher education 
largesse a bad use of the budget 
surplus? No investment in higher 
education is ever a bad thing in 
Kentucky, and the debt service on 
the bonds to pay for the vetoed 
projects will not take up but a 
portion of the surplus funds. 

Of course, that debt service is 
a recurring budget expense year 
after year until the bonds are re¬ 
tired. An economic downturn can 
erase a budget surplus quickly, as 
former Gov. Paul Patton discov¬ 
ered, but investors expect to re¬ 
ceive their checks quarterly. That 
is when other budgeted expenses 
have to be cut to accommodate 
servicing that ongoing indebted¬ 
ness. 

And there is another debt that 
Fletcher and legislators ought to 
use to some of the surplus to pay 
down next year. That debt is to 
the retirement system for state 
government employees. 

Like a lot of private employ¬ 
ers, state government has not 
been funding fully the retirement 
system for several years. And ev¬ 
ery year that passes means that 
underfunding rows great and 
greater, making it even more ex¬ 
pensive to catch up. 

Unlike private employers, who 
can dump their underfunded pen¬ 
sion plans on a federal guarantee 
agency, state government cannot. 
The pensions for tens of thou¬ 
sands of state government must 
be paid out of the General Fund 
if the retirement system cannot 
pay them. 

But, again, 2007 is an election 
year, and bright new dormitories 
and research facilities on univer¬ 
sity campuses are something vot¬ 
ers can see and candidates can 
take credit for on the campaign 
trail. Depositing the same money 
in an invisible investment account 
for the retirement system is not 
likely to generate standing ova¬ 
tions even among state employ¬ 
ees, who have only the vaguest 
notion of the extent of 
underfunding of their pensions. 

So it is an early Christmas and 
the champagne is flowing in uni¬ 
versity clubs across Kentucky.

RURAL EDITORS 

SOMETIMES NEED TO 
LOOK BEYOND THE 
COUNTY LINE 

Decades ago, many rural edi¬ 
tors opined on national and inter¬ 
national events. Some, like Will¬ 
iam Allen White of the Emporia 
Gazette in Kansas, became na¬ 
tionally known for their editori¬ 
als. But with the advent of na¬ 
tional TV networks and national 
circulation of major newspapers, 
rural and other community papers 
tended to their local-news fran¬ 
chises and observed the maxim 
“The world ends at the county 
line.” Larry Timbs of Winthrop 
University even wrote a good 
book about community journal¬ 
ism with that title. 

But the world does not end at 
the county line — especially now, 
when American workers compete 
in a globalized economy and 
American youth are sent to all 
parts of the world to risk and lose 
their lives defending the nation’s 
interests, real or perceived. So 
from time to time, we like to see 
rural editors have their say about 
bigger events. It brings the events 
home to their readers — many of 
whom don’t read a daily newspa¬ 
per and get little substance from 
the sound bites of radio and tele¬ 
vision. But readers are still dis¬ 
cussing big issues with each 
other, so the local editor ought 
bring knowledge to the conversa¬ 
tion. We believe that if you pay 
money for a newspaper, you de¬ 
serve to know what the editor 
thinks. 

One rural editor who often 
goes past the county line is Ben 
Chandler of The Woodford Sun 
in Versailles, Ky. This week, in 
his column (which is not online), 
he started with the 65th anniver¬ 
sary of the Pearl Harbor attack 
and took readers to current con¬ 
flicts, calling the war in Iraq “one 
of the greatest mistakes ever 
made by a U.S. president.” He 
said President Bush, “a decent, 
patriotic man,” took a “cowboy 


approach, and his foreign-policy 
team either didn’t or couldn’t give 
him the correct advice — or he 
wouldn’t take it.” 

But Chandler rejected sugges¬ 
tions for talks with Iraq’s neigh¬ 
bors— in vivid, personal terms. 
“It makes me sick to see pictures 
of the beanpole from Syria hug¬ 
ging and kissing the little squirt 
from Iran,” he wrote. Suggesting 
a withdrawal of troops to Kuwait 
and Kurdistan, he concluded, “1 
say get our people out of harm’s 
way without the humiliating ‘hat 
in hand’ approach to Syria and 
Iran. When we regain our mili¬ 
tary strength, spending on our 
own self-interest rather than 
throwing billions to the winds try¬ 
ing to fashion a democracy where 
there has never been one, then we 
will be able to talk to those skunks 
as equals.” 

As readers may know, Ben 
Chandler is the father of the 
Democratic congressman of the 
same name, and son of the late 
A.B. “Happy” Chandler, who was 
governor twice, senator, and base¬ 
ball commissioner. But it doesn’t 
take a political pedigree to write 
about national and international 
issues and help rural readers think 
about them.

Owned by my aunt, Jean 
(Nickell) May, of West Liberty, 
it belonged to Joseph Greenville 
Nickell, her great-grandfather. 
“Green” Nickell (1835-191 1) 
was a farmer who lived near Ezel, 
and married Dr. Raney Maxey’s 
daughter Lou Ann (1838-1899). 

Planes exist in a wide range 
of types, some of which are 
shown in an 1894-95 Montgom¬ 
ery Ward & Co. catalog. There 
are rabbet planes, circular planes, 
even an elaborate “Traut's Patent 
Adjustable Beading, Rabbet and 
Slitting Plane,” and more. 

Green Nickel I’s model closely 
resembles a type of small bench 
plane, called a smoothing plane, 
illustrated in the catalog and sell¬ 
ing for a whopping 35 cents. As 
its name implies it is used for fi¬ 
nal finishing (in contrast to a jack 
plane, which is used for rough 
work). 

Molded into the cutter (or 
blade) are the words “Sandusky

Tool Co./Warranted/Cast Steel.”

The program provides fi¬ 
nancial incentives for installing 
eligible practices on land they 
own or control. The Ianduser must 
devote at least 10 acres to eligible 
wildlife practices. 

In Kentucky, the primary fo¬ 
cus of WHIP is to improve early 
successional and forestland habi¬ 
tats for declining species and 
other wildlife. Restoring remnant 
prairies, planting native grasses, 
shrubs, and trees, implementing 
wildlife beneficial forest stand 
improvements, and creating shal- 


range from 30 to 75 percent. Cost- 
share rates for beginning farmers 
and limited resource producers 
are 75 percent and 90 percent re¬ 
spectively for all eligible prac¬ 
tices. 

All conservation practices are 
subject to NRCS technical stan¬ 
dards adapted for local condi¬ 
tions. For applications selected 
for funding, an EQIP plan of op¬ 
erations will be developed with 
the Ianduser to identify appropri¬ 
ate conservation practices. EQIP 
practices in Kentucky include, 
but are not limited to, critical area 
planting; pipeline and watering 
facility; grassed waterway; diver¬ 
sion; and fencing.

low water areas are some of the 
eligible practices for the program. 
Excluding livestock from sensi¬ 
tive streams and woodlands is 
also important focus under 
Kentucky’s 2007 WHIP. Since 
WHIP focuses on improvement to 
wildlife cover, food plots are not 
eligible under the program. 

WHIP applications are evalu¬ 
ated and ranked to determine 
which applications provide the 
most beneficial habitats.

Cavalryman Kels Nickell was a participant in campaign to 
subdue Indians in Wyoming Territory - Part 2 of a series

Gen. George Cook 


Thousands of people had gone 
west after the Civil War looking 
for free land and a new life. The 
increasing white population led to 
more and more conflicts with the 
true owners of the land, the 
American Indians. The railroad 
kept advancing west bringing 
more settlers into the land prom¬ 
ised to the Indians. Many treaties 
were written giving the Native 
American tribes part of what was 
already theirs. They were usually 
given inferior sections of land that 
the white man did not want or 
could not farm. The treaty at Ft. 
Laramie in 1868 required that all 
members of the Sioux Nation and 
all other free roaming Plains In¬ 
dians be confined to reservations 
as soon as the vast herds of bison 
were depleted. White hunters 
were sent to kill off the bison and 
speed up the process. The large 
shaggy animals were killed by the 
millions and left to rot where they 
fell. They had been a source of 
food, clothing, shelter, tools and 
fuel for centuries for the Native 
American people. The bison 
bones were gathered in later years 
and sent east by train loads to be 
ground into fertilizer. It was a dis¬ 
graceful period in the settling of 
the United States. The American 
Indians were promised lands of 
their “own,” blankets, food and 
other trinkets in exchange for a 
land filled with natural resources 
and rich farm land. Saddest of all, 
they were asked to trade off their 
freedom and way of life that had 
gone on for generations. Many 
warriors were not in favor of the 
treaty and in the first years after¬ 
ward conducted raids against 


miners, ranchers and the white 
population in general. 

More and more soldiers were 
sent west to administer President 
U.S. Grant’s “sharp and severe” 
war policy. The Indians were 
driven off their land and many 
killed in skirmishes but the army 
continued to have trouble keep¬ 
ing the settlers safe from smaller 
bands of Indians that lived on the 
western land. The army was look¬ 
ing for recruits that were willing 
to go west and help “tame” the 
tribes that roamed the plains. Af¬ 
ter the Civil War the army was 
reduced to an authorized strength 
of 25,000 men. The enlisted man 
was paid $ 13 a month plus a mea¬ 
ger clothing allowance. After any 
training that he was lucky enough 
to receive he was sent to his post 
with the romantic image of fron¬ 
tier life. In reality he found isola¬ 
tion, poor rations, inadequate 
clothing and harsh discipline. The 
New York Sun described the typi¬ 
cal trooper as a “bummer, loafer 
or foreign pauper.” What else 
could we expect from a Yankee 
newspaper? These were the con¬ 
ditions that Kels Nickell found 
and experienced during his five 
years as a cavalryman on the fron¬ 
tier. Upon arrival at Ft. Riley, he 
reported to his company com¬ 
mander and was assigned to a 
barracks. He was issued a blan¬ 
ket, poncho and mess gear from 
the post quartermaster. From the 
armory he drew a Model 1872 .45 
caliber Colt Peacemaker six shot 
revolver and black leather holster, 
a Model 1873 .45-70 Springfield 
single shot carbine, cartridge belt, 
sheath knife and a cavalry model 
saber. 

At the company stable he was 
issued a McClellan saddle, har¬ 
ness, saddle bags and assigned a 
roan cavalry horse. Each com¬ 
pany was assigned different col¬ 
ored horses and Company K was 
the “roan horse” company. 

The Black Hills of the Dakota 
Territory had been guaranteed to 
be part of the permanent land 
granted to the Sioux Nation by 
treaties with the “Great White Fa¬ 
ther” in Washington. In 1874 Lt. 
Colonel (Brevet Major General) 
George Armstrong Custer led an 
expedition into the Black Hills. 
Officially, it was listed as a recon¬ 
naissance and surveying mission.

Some members of the expedition 
were miners, which in itself, cast 
doubts on the true nature of the 
mission. The miners discovered 
some small deposits of gold in 
streams in the Black Hills area. 
Another expedition in 1875 con¬ 
firmed the presence of gold in 
considerable quantities. The 
Sioux did not actually live in the 
area (they used the area for hunt¬ 
ing) but considered the area to be 
sacred. That was enough to start 
government officials thinking of 
ways to take the land from the 
rightful owners. The mere men¬ 
tion of gold brought thousands of 
armed white men into the pristine 
region and dozens of mining 
towns sprang up almost over¬ 
night. The army could not stem 
or turn back the flow. Hoping to 
avoid bloodshed, the U.S. Gov¬ 
ernment tried to purchase or lease 
the land from the Sioux but young 
warriors would not agree and they 


began to kill any isolated whites 
that they came across. On Decem¬ 
ber 6, 1875, the Commission of 
Indian Affairs issued an ultima¬ 
tum ordering all free roaming 
American Indians back to the res¬ 
ervations. The deadline was Janu¬ 
ary 31, 1876, and any failing to 
follow the order would be con¬ 
sidered “hostile” and treated ac¬ 
cordingly. The stage had been set 
which lead to many more years 
of bloody warfare on the Plains. 

The 5th Cavalry Regiment was 
part of the Department of the 
Platte commanded by General 
George Crook. Kels served under 
Crook until his enlistment was up 
in i 880. Crook was away most of 
March 1876 trying to catch some 
hostile bands of Sioux and “pun¬ 
ish” them for not returning to the 
reservation. Kels made no men¬ 
tion of being involved in Crook's 
fight on the Powder River but was 
there in time for the planned sum¬ 
mer campaign into the Bighorn 
Mountains. A detachment of the 
5th Regiment under 1st Lt. Walter 
S. Schuyler joined Crook’s com¬ 
mand in early June. Kels must 
have been a member as he stated 
he was later with Crook at the 
Rosebud. The rest of the regiment 
received orders to move to the 
upper Cheyenne River in June to 
to act as a block between the hos- 
tile camps and the Red Cloud 
Agency. 

Three columns of infantry and 
cavalry would converge on the 
area in eastern Wyoming Terri¬ 
tory hoping to round up a substan¬ 
tial number of “hostiles” and 
force them back to the reserva¬ 


tion. 

Colonel John Gibbon was as¬ 
signed command of the first col¬ 
umn consisting of several com¬ 
panies of infantry and cavalry. In 
addition, several civilian packers 
and teamsters followed with the 
mule train and supply wagons. 
The force numbered 477 men in 
all. They left Ft. Ellis near present 
day Bozeman, Montana, and were 
at the mouth of the Bighorn River 
by April 20. The second column, 
commanded by General Alfred 
Terry, left Ft. Abraham Lincoln, 
Dakota Territory, on May 17. It 
included all twelve companies of 
the 7th Cavalry commanded by 
the colorful and controversial Lt. 
Colonel George Armstrong 


Custer. Custer had reverted to this 
rank from Brevet Major General 
after the Civil War. The 7th num¬ 
bered 32 officers and 718 enlisted 
men. Custer’s brother, Captain 
Tom Custer, commanded Troop 
C, and his brother, Boston, was 
forage master. His 18 year old 
nephew, Armstrong “Autie” 
Reed, was working as a civilian 
mule packer and his brother-in- 
law, Captain James Calhoun, 
commanded Troop L. Custer felt 
that the 7th was more than a 
match for any number of “hos¬ 
tiles” they ran into. 

Pvt. Kels Nickell would have 
been part of the 3rd column com¬ 
manded by General Crook. The 
companies that made up this 
group gathered at Ft. Fetterman, 
northwest of Ft. Laramie. The 
column left the fort on May 29, 
1876, and headed north to the 
Bighorn Mountains. It numbered 
51 officers and 1,000 enlisted 
men plus 200 packers and team¬ 
sters. All three columns converg¬ 
ing on the Bighorn area numbered 
over 2,200 troops. Crook’s col¬ 
umn was shadowed by Indians as 
it moved north. On June 1, the 
troops awoke to snow, sleet and 
bitter cold in camp near Sage 
Creek. They continued to skir¬ 
mish with small bands of Indians 
as they moved deeper into the 
Bighorn Country. Crook set up 
camp at Goose Creek on June 12 
to await the arrival of Gibbon and 
Terry. After four days he decided 
to move further north as he had 
not heard from the other com¬ 
mands. They traveled light, leav¬ 
ing the wagons and most of the 
pack mules at the Goose Creek 
camp. Each trooper carried one 
blanket, four days rations, 100 
rounds of.45-70 carbine ammuni¬ 
tion and 24 rounds of .45 caliber 
pistol ammunition. Each trooper 
carried a .45-70 single shot 
Springfield carbine and a .45 Colt 
revolver. Twenty mules carried 
extra supplies and ammunition. 

They crossed the Tongue 
River on the 16th and made camp 
that night along Rosebud Creek. 
No fires were permitted, so cold 
rations of hardtack, jerky and bis¬ 
cuits were eaten. 


At 0600 June 17, the column 
moved out early and up the Rose¬ 
bud Valley until 0800 when 
Crook ordered a halt to rest men 
and horses. After the Crow scouts 
reported “much” sign of the Sioux 
in the area, pickets were put to the 
north of the column. At 0830, 
shots were heard to northeast and 
several Crow scouts came into 
camp shouting “Lakota! Lakota! 
Heap Sioux! Heap Sioux!” Large 
numbers of Sioux warriors came 
down the bluffs into the valley 
and attacked the dismounted cav¬ 
alrymen. At first, confusion was 
rampant but the officers finally 
organized the troopers into defen¬ 
sive lines. The fierce fighting 
lasted until 1430 hours with nine 
troopers killed and 21 wounded. 
On the 18th, Crook withdrew to 
the camp at Goose Creek to await 
the other columns. Both sides 
claimed victory after the battle at 
the Rosebud. This is a brief ac¬ 
count of the battle and does not 
go into detail about the fierce 
fighting that occurred during the 
day. Many good accounts have 
been written on the subject for 
anyone wanting to learn more. 
Kels Nickell stated that he was a 
participant in the Battle of the 
Rosebud. 

The well known and much- 
written-about Battle of the Little 
Bighorn occurred eight days af¬ 
ter the Rosebud battle.

Agree or Not 

Fletcher’s greatest legacy?

Gov. Ernie Fletcher’s greatest 
legacy - if it can be properly 
called that - very well may be a 
diminution of gubernatorial pow¬ 
ers enjoyed by his successors. 

The virtually unlimited power 
to pardon criminal behavior ex¬ 
ercised by Fletcher and endorsed 
by the courts has to be curbed, 
because the precedent Fletcher set 
in pardoning anyone and every¬ 
one who was or even might be 
charged in the hiring scandal can¬ 
not be allowed to stand. 

It essentially places the gov¬ 
ernor and administration officials 
loyal to the governor beyond the 
law. 

I seriously doubt that is what 
Kentuckians want. In all likeli¬ 
hood, the framers of the consti¬ 
tution did not want that either. 

When Fletcher went before 
television cameras at a bizarre 
pep rally in the Capital Rotunda 
in August 2005 to announce his 
blanket pardon of those already 
indicted by a special Franklin 
County grand jury investigation 
the merit system violations and 
anyone who might be indicted in 
the future (except himself), 
Fletcher caused a furor that blew 
up in his face politically. 

Not long afterward, his lieu¬ 
tenant governor, Steve Pence, 
himself a former federal prosecu¬ 
tor, withdrew from running for re- 
election next year with fletcher 
and set off a barrage of criticism 
of Fletcher from within Fletcher’s 
own Republican party. 

Pence emerged from months 
of invisibility recently to say in a 
press interview he believes a 
governor’s pardoning power 
should be limited. 

That can be done only by a 
constitutional amendment, and 
Pence suggested Attorney Gen¬ 
eral Greg Stumbo, whose office 
led the grand jury investigation of 
Fletcher, legislative leaders and 
Fletcher himself sit down and 
agree on how the pardoning 
power is to be reined in. 

Stumbo and legislative leaders 
are likely to arrange such a meet¬ 
ing, but Kentucky Lake will dry 
up before Fletcher attends. 

Last week House Speaker 
Jody Richards, who may run 
again for governor in next year’s 


“Travelers may be drawn to rural 
locations because they’re con¬ 
cerned about safety or want to 
spend quality time together, 
Benson said.

Democratic primary, weighed in 
on the subject. 

“I think the governor should 
have the power to pardon,” 
Richards told The Courier-Jour¬ 
nal , “but only be able to pardon 
persons who have first been con¬ 
victed.” 

Exactly. 

And an amendment requiring 
conviction before a pardon is 
granted also should forbid a gov¬ 
ernor from pardoning himself. 
Furthermore, the amendment 
should overturn the incredible 
court ruling that a governor can¬ 
not be tried for criminal charges 
while in office. 

It was, in fact, that ruling that 
laid the foundation for the plea 
agreement between Stumbo and 
Fletcher that dropped the indict¬ 
ments against the governor. 
Stumbo and his prosecutors were 
convinced that Fletcher would 
never stand trial on the charges 
against him by simply pardoning 
himself before leaving office. 

Certainly, the Democrats who 
control the House of Representa¬ 
tives should have no problem get¬ 
ting the three-fifths majority to 
pass a constitutional amendment 
limiting pardoning powers of fu¬ 
ture governors. And Republicans 
who control the Senate should 
realize that a future governor 
abusing the power to pardon very 
well could be a Democrat. Sen¬ 
ate Republicans have no reason 
to sympathize with Fletcher at 
this point. 

And one power Kentucky’s 
governor lacks is to be able to 
veto amendments to the constitu¬ 
tion. 

The idea of limiting the par¬ 
doning powers of a governor by 
constitutional amendment has 
never been high on the list of pri¬ 
orities for updating and modern¬ 
izing the constitution. 

But after Paul Hatton par¬ 
doned close aides accused of but 
not tried for breaking state cam¬ 
paign finance laws and now Ernie 
Fletcher pardoned even people 
never charged with a crime, it 
obviously is necessary to stop this 
level of abuse of power. 

Otherwise, it may not be long 
before governors hand out routine 
pardons even before the first sub¬ 
poena is issued.

Supplemental Security 
Income (SSI) 

Question: My husband and I 
both receive Supplemental 
Security Income (SSI). A couple 
of months ago he took a part-time 
job as a doorman for a funeral 
home near our house. My 
situation did not change, but 
because of his work both of us 
will get less in SSI payments. 
Why is that? 

Answer: Because it is a 
needs- based assistance program, 
eligibility for SSI and the amount 
of any benefit payment depend 
largely on the applicant’s income. 
A husband and wife who live 
together normally share their 
income. Therefore, when one of 
them applies for SSI, part of the 
other’s income must be counted 
as though it were the applicant’s. 
For more information about this 
aspect of the SSI program, you 
can visit the Social Security 
website at 

www.socialsecurity.gov. Or you 
can call Social Security’s toll-free 
number at 1 - BOO-772-1213 (TTY 
1-800-325-0778) and ask for the 
publication, Supplemental 
Security Income.

Answer: No. Whether you 
can get SSI depends on your 
actually income and resources 
(the things you own). And if you 
have low income and a few 
resources, you may be able to get 
SSL Your children are not 
obligated to contribute to your 
support. But if you were to 
receive any support from your 
children, your SSI payment 
would be reduced. For more 
information, you can visit the 
Social Security website at 
www.socialsecurity.gov.

Family Caregiver 
Support Program 
aids grandparents 

Grandparents in Kentucky 
who are providing primary care 
for a grandchild age 18 and 
younger may be eligible for as¬ 
sistance through the Kentucky 
Caregiver Support Program. 
Grandparents of any age who 


meet financial guidelines and are 
not receiving Kinship Care can 
receive financial assistance or 
supportive services that may in¬ 
clude: 

•Information about services 
that are available 

•Assistance in gaining access 
to services 

•Individual counseling 
•Support groups and caregiver 
training 


Financial assistance could be 
used to buy clothing, respite as¬ 
sistance, educational supplies or 
assistance, required legal ser¬ 
vices, medical and dental ser¬ 
vices, and other expenses as au¬ 
thorized by the Coordinator. 

To qualify, grandparents must 
be related by blood, through mar¬ 
riage or adoption and must be the 
primary caregiver of the child. 
The child’s parent may not live 


in the home. 

The Kentucky Caregiver Sup¬ 
port Program is a state-funded 
program and is one of the ser¬ 
vices offered through the Divi¬ 
sion of Aging Services. It is ad¬ 
ministered by the Gateway Area 
Agency on Aging, which is un¬ 
der the umbrel la of the Gateway 
Area Development District. For 
more information please contact 
Becki Thomas at 606-674-6355.

“The harvest seems to have 
rebounded,” said Tina Brunjes, 
big game program coordinator 
for the Kentucky Department of 
Fish and Wildlife Resources. 
“We’ll surpass last year’s total 
harvest, but whether or not we’ll 
surpass the record 2004 season is 
going to hinge on muzzleloader 
season.” 

Brunjes is hoping for clear, 
bold weather during late 
muzzleloader season to get the 
deer moving and increase har¬ 
vest. Hunter success is closely 
tied to deer movement, as seen i 
the record 2004 harvest, when 
hunters took more than 124,000 
deer, about 99,000 of those with 
modern firearms. A statewide 
mast (nut) failure that fall forced 
deer to move more in search of 
food, helping hunters’ success in 
the woods. Last fall, an above-or¬ 
ange mast crop meant deer did 
not have to move as much to find 
food, but this year’s nut crop was 
closer to average. 

With a statewide deer herd 
estimated at more than 900,000 
animals, hunter success is on the 
increase. One concern for wild¬ 
life managers this season is the 
ratio of buck to doe harvest. 
Nearly 54 percent of deer taken 
this year have been male, and bi¬ 
ologists would like to see that 
percentage go down. 

“We need a little over 50 per¬ 
cent doe harvest, because that 
gives you a more stable deer 
population,” said Brunjes. “We’d 
like to encourage hunters to take 
does as a management strategy, 
and we’d also like to encourage 
them to take advantage of Hunt¬ 
ers for the Hungry.” 

Kentucky Hunters for the 
Hungry is a hunger-relief orga¬ 
nization that provides venison to 
homeless shelters and food banks 
throughout Kentucky. Hunters 
can harvest extra deer and donate 


Kentucky’s late muzzleloader 
deer season runs Dec. 9-17 state¬ 
wide. Last year, muzzleloader 
hunters harvested more than 
8,000 deer during the late season. 
Free youth deer hunting weekend 
runs Dec. 30-31 and archery sea¬ 
son through Jan. 15. Hunters have 
harvested about 450 additional 
deer in this year’s expanded 
crossbow season.

2007, passports will be needed 
for all land border crossings as 
well as air and sea travel.
